Report ef the Superintending Schooi 
Committee. 


The Superintending School Committee, in pursuance of their dnty 
#s prescribed by law, would submit the following report: 

The Committee visited every school not less thau twice, when 
reasonable notice had been giventhem of the commencement and 
close, except in two cases, when a detention was caused by bad travel- 
ing. The teachers as a class were qualified by literary attainments, 
and the most of them were interested in their work. A few, however, 
lacked jn tact andin the power to communicate readily, and clearly; 
therefore did not fully meet our expectations. We should prefer a 
teacher in aschool room who has the fundamental principles clearly 
fixed in the mind, and has the power to impart readily and practical- 
dy without any text books, to one who can repeat the rules merely 
without giving the ‘whys’ and a cord of text books. At home we 
ee a cachers who have been more thoroughly educated in the’°com- 

schools,—‘‘the people’s universities.”” Abroad they are demand- 
ed. New Hampshire is distinguished for exporting “‘granite and 
men,” and while the one forms imposing warehouses in our com- 
mercial centres, the other builds empires in the great west. The 
scholars generally were obedient and studious, but we found on the 
part of some, (and we fear they were encouraged too much by par- 
ents) an inclination to slight the first principles and go too soon into 
higher branches. Parents do not consider that their children are 
thus liable to be rendered seif conceited, to be placed in a false -posi- 
tion in society, and to suffer for the need of sound education. 

One fact in art, scienee,.or philosophy actually known, is worth 
‘many uncertainties. In view of these facts we have insisted much on 
4ittention to the elementary principles which form the only sure basis 
on which to build the intellectual structure. The most of the par- 
ents were inclined to sustain and encourage the teacber. There has 
heen a substantial, commodious and tasteful school house built in 
one district the past year, and one oid house has been remodeled in- 
tO a very .convenient school room. _Our common schools, though 
gradually improving, are not what they may be, or what they should 
be. The ways and means by which its interests can be best promo- 
ted, you have often heard. But we have not room to name them all 
in this short report. Let there be a prevailing and earnest desire to 
discover them, and they will at once appear. Let us choose faithful 
Prudential Committees, who take a lively imterest in the welfare of 
“our children. 

. In reporting the several districts we shall refrain from faul‘finding 
or giving the dark side of the picture, except in some marked cases, 
bat the bright spots and most favorable characteristics we shall 
mention, leaving it for districts to find fault with teachers, and teach- 
ers to report the individual failings of parents and scholars. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Mr. Joun Curry, Prudential Committee. Summer term taught 
-by Miss M.A. Coburn. Her first school. Instruction good. The 
school seemed interested and made a fair sppearance at the close, in 
what they had been over. —

municated; the progress made was praiseworthy.
